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A WARNING ТО МВ. GLADSTONE. 
WHENEVER a Government elated with success begins 
to fix its mind on impunity it is in a bad way. It has 
been quite usual lately for the solemn accents of lead - 
ing members of the Opposition who have risen to 
warn the Ministry to be received with a flippancy 
which may have been justified by former experience, 
but was in itself no proof of profound wisdom. 
This has happened, too, during a Session when a 
Liberal Government was doing its best to obliterate 
its professions, and was contemplating measures 
which, had they emanated from that party which we 
are apt to regard as extravagant, obstinate, and ob- 
structive, would have met with the reprobation of 
the country. The division on Monday night should 
itself be grave in its suggestion, since, though 
the increase in the income tax was confirmed, and 
Mr. Smith’s amendment negatived by a majority of 
85, it must be remembered that such a number of 
Liberal members were really opposed to the Budget 
аз to have made their adhesion to the Ministry a 
matter more of compromise than of conviction. An 
amended Budget was better than a dissolution of 
Parliament, ‘and an increased income tax better than 
а general election. But the country will not easily 
forget that the first propositions of Mr. Lowe were 
во ludicrous that he had to withdraw them in а 
hurry, and construct а new scheme in that amateur 
sort of manner which characterised his whole dealing 

. with the resources of a great nation; that ho seemed 
to exhibit, not only a facility, but almost a pride 
in proposing disagreeable, and even obnoxious, 
forms of impost, and defended himself by 
reminding the House that, as all taxation was 
detested, it made very little difference where the 
weight of it might fall. As we said last week, had he 
either placed it all on income or none of it, he would 
have been better off. His scheme was both 
irritating and oppressive—at once trivial and 
tyrannical, and the country would not be committed 
to it. 

The accidental circumstances attending tho pro- 
posal to tax lucifer-matches also produced deep 
indignation. There will yet have to be some inquiry 
into the unnecessarily brutal conduct of the police in 
their determination to prevent and to disperse a 
peaceful, though vulgar, demonstration. 
must be asked why any number of political 
agitators should be permitted—and rightly per- 
mitted—to assemble in. Trafalgar-square or in 
Hyde Park, while & body of the suffering poor, 
harmlesely passing tbrough the streets to manifest 
the hardship they would Бате to endure because of a 
tax alroady almost laughed out of existence for its 
dextrous absurdity, are to be maltreated by “the 
force," as though, being match-sellers and poor 
hucksters, they wero at once recognised as the 
naturalenemies of those activo and intelligent con- 
stables whose chief duty it would deem to be ta hunt 
them down. 

Added to these sources of de digsatisfaction is 
the weakness of the Administration in its abstinence 
from any worthy effort to secure for the public those 
open spaces the free use of which is not only a тїрїї 
Баба necessity for the moral and physical health of 
the community. Epping Forest has been left un- 
guarded, and speculative thieves have with impunity 
filched goodly estates away from the people and 
seized what no guardian cared to claim on behalf of 
those who saw arrayed against them the costs of 
long law suits and the indifference of a Government 
which they had hoped might have vindicated their 
privilege. 

At present, too, there is more than suspicion 
directed Mr. Bruce’s Public-House Bill. It

of the present Session, we cannot but regret that 
there should be ever so slight a failure of that deci- 


nifed to adopt tricky expedients, and too energetic 
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is wanted. Instead of being contented gradually to 
diminish the number of taverns, and to enforce 
certain regulations which are now observed at repu- 
table houses of entertainment, he proposes to inter- 
fere by а general curtailment of leases. -Those who 
have invested large sums of money in the goodwill 
and long lease of a public-house, and have paid a 
heavy price for it, with the full expectation—nay, 
the feeling of certainty—that if they conduct it well 
their license wil be renewed for the entire term of 
their purchase, may well regard this as “ confisca- 
tion," and they use tho term with no little freedom. 
On the other band, there are gentlemen who join 
Mr. Bruce on moral grounds, who are of the number 
of those who still think that people can be made 
virtuous by Act of Parliument; and, because they 
are virtuously temperate themselves, regard cakes 
and ale as the symbols of all vice whatever. No 
doubt, the larger proportion of crime in all 
great cities is associated with drunkenness and 
indulgence in strong drinks. 16 cannot bo denied 
that there may even bo excessive drinking 
without actual drunkenness, and that all sorts of 
evils follow in its train among the poor and the igno- 
rant. Let the licensing of public-houses, and 
especially of gin-palaces, be restricted; let the 
licenses of those the holding of which determines be 
gradually allowed to fall in; and let sensible punish- 
ment follow the adulteration of drink. If this be 
done Mr. Bruce may yet hand his name down to 
posterity as a benefactor; but he must be prepared 
to abandon many propositions that are now calling 
up a resolute opposition to the Government. Might 
we suggest to him that, simultaneously with the in- 
troduction of restrictive measures against beer and 
gin, it would be worth while to begin at the be- 
ginning, and ensure to us a plentiful and even a con- 
stant supply of pure water. We must drink some- 
thing; and evea the publican's porter is not a much 
worse beverage than the low-level supply, impure 
when it comes from the main, and rendered more 
foul from its stagnation in the rotting water - butt of 
some East-End tenement, - 

But to return to the Gevernment and its warnings. 
Mr. W. H. Smith's motion against the increase of 
the income tax was rejected, and though there can 
be no doubt that, both in the Army Estimates and 
in other items of expenditure, the Budget is extra- 
vagant, and gives little hope for that reduction of 
the public burdens which Mr. Gladstone's Ministry 
was expected to achieve, the Government was made 
safe, Тһе £600,000 for the abolition of purchase in 
the Army is one item, and it is difficult to 
see why this should fall immodiately on this year's 
Estimates, since its advantages ате prospective. The 
suspen ion of the reduction of the National Debt 
would have met this “ transitional” expense without 
saddling us with it at a time when it is hard for 
those to live who belong to the majority of the 
income-tax paying class—the professional men, who 
work hard with brain and hand, and already, as the 
heads of families, contribute so largely to. the sum 
raised by indirect taxation, 

When Mr. Disraeli rose—just bcforo the division 
he was, perhaps, more inclined to warn and to cen- 
sure than to overthrow the Government. However 
this may have been, he certainly had a good many 
of the Liberal members on his side of the argument. 
Looking to the great power of the income tax for 
raising at once immense sums of money in Imperial 
emergencies, he regarded with great jealousy a 
Budget which contained no other means of supply. 
He deprecated the manner in which the main question 
had been evaded, and proposed that the cost of the 
Army purchase scheme and the house tax should be 
withdrawn; at the same time he declared that he 
would oppose the Budget at every stage; so we may

In some 
towns, such as Angers, Mans, and Périgueux, ad- 
vanced Republicans have been successful. On the 
other hand, the re-ults are regarded as satisfactory 
in large towns likv Toulouse, Marseilles, and Saint 
Etienne. Large numbers of the electors abstained 
from voting. The rumour of fresh disturbances 
having broken out at Lyons is denied. Tranguillfty 
prevails in all the provinces. 


THE MISFORTUNES OF WAR. 


* The roads leading to Courbevoie," writes a сот- 
respondent of the Daily News, “ were sprinkled with 
curious groups on Wednesday—men and women 


children by the hand. Most of them wore a sad 
look, as if they had passed days of anxiety and terror, 
and the sunken eye of some mother, or tho pale 
cheeks of a child, almost debarred you from troubling 
them with questions. They were the inhabitants of 
Neuilly and Courbevoie, who were leaving their 
homes during the eight hours’ armistice, with the 
certainty of finding them in ruins when they 
returned." 

“One old man, whose respectable appearance 
Struck me, may bo cited as a curious instance of the 

fortunes of war. Ho is a person of some property, 
and, as it scemed, of considerable education. Не is 
the owner of а market garden in the neighbourhood 
of Bagneux, where he possesses some houses, At the 
beginning of the siege he fled, like the rest of the 
inhabitants, being happily able to realise part of his 
p His houses were destroyed by the bom- 
ardment; his garden was fixed upon аз the site of a 

battery and completely ruined. In the mean time he 
had gone, with his wife and two children, to Chatean- 
dun, where her family had some property, and where 
she possessed а few houses as part of her dowry. Аз 
ill-luck would have it, they were situated in that part 
of the town which was burned by the Germans, and. 
her houros, among the rest, were completely destroyed, 

„Being a man of considerable energy, M. Moreau 
returned to Paris immediately after the armistico; 
and, with the little money that was left him, settled 
with his brother-in-law in Neuilly, under the wings 
of Mont Valérien, and, as he thought, out of all 
danger of bombardment, where they opened a sh 
with as valuable a stock-in-trade as they could affo 
hoping to retrieve their fallen fortunes. I met him 
on the road, carrying a feather bed, a few suits of 
clothes, some linen, and a bag of rare seeds опа 
wheelbarrow. It was literally all he had left. His 
house was half burned, two shells had scattered and 
destroyed his stock; some of his money had been re- 


ye T = some had been stolen; he had to leave

l his new furniture behind, and he did not know 
whither to turn to escape from the dangers of war 
and revolution that seemed to pursue him. His wife 
walked some distance behind with some of the fugi- 
tives; and аз I followed them for some moments with 
my eyes, I wondered how many other short but terrible 
annals of the poor there are which will remain un- 
written and all but unknown."

Among the Englishmen 
invited wero the Duke of Manchester, Mr. Thomas 
Carlyle; Mr. P. А. Taylor, M.P.; Sir Tollemache 
Sinclair, M. P., and Mr. Hepworth Dixon. Music 
and speeches alternated through the evening. 

PROFESSOR MAX MULLER 
began by describing the mixed feelings of gratitude 
and hope, joy and mourning, pride and regret, that

Garden Mork. 


SPRING-FLOWERING TREES. 
SUBURBAN gardens being just now all alive with 
may, lilac, and laburnum, we are induced to wish 
that these charming features of spring were in- 
troduced more generally into towns. Apropos, 
“А Head Gardener writes to the Gardener's 
AMagazine— 

“I was delighted with Mr. Bowlby's remarks on 
*Shrubberies, for they аге, as he observes, seldom 
what they should be, considering the wealth of ma- 
terial at the command of the planter. I am not 
about to enter into the general question, but I am 
anxious to see hardy o жила | trees planted 
more extensively, and wis to remind both gardener 
and employer that now is the time to look after 
these things. One of the most beautiful of all hardy 
flowering trees, and one that cannot be planted too 
extensively, is the early-flowering Magnolia con- 
spicua, which is probably unsurpassed for beauty and 
effectiveness when in flower, and it is quite as orna- 
mental as the majority of deciduons trees when not 
in bloom. It is not perhaps so fast a grower as 
other trces that might be mentioned, but those who 
begin well and plant a few strong trees and have 
patience wil meet with their just reward. The 
double-flowering crab is also 2 gem of the first 
water, for the buds are like miniature roses just 
before they expand, and a fow large trees present & 
magnificent appearance in the landscape from the 
time the beds — to unfold until the beauty of the 
flowers is past.“ 5 x 

| GREENHOUSE. 


Steadily increase tho ventilation of the house in 
which are the azaleas, camellias, and the epacris that 


'| have flowered early and have been cut back. What 


is required is free healthy wood, without its being 


| drawn out lanky. Repot all those that requiro it 


before the young wood gets too long’ Syringe them 
lightly when shutting up in the evening, and water 
carefully. Fuchsias intended for exhibition must 
have warmth, moisture, and shade; the latter must 
not be too dense. Stopping and tying out are two 
important matters just now. "The plants must not 
be pot-bound before they reach the flowering-pots. 
Six weeks must elapse between the last stopping and 
the time they are wanted to flower. All the hard- 
wooded stock must have thorough ventilation when 
the air issoft and warm. Leave the ventilators open 
until late in the evening. 


FLOWER GARDEN. 


Window- boxes and the trays which fit in vases and 
rustic baskets should be emptied of the spring- 
flowering plants as fast as they get shabby, and be 
refilled with plants intended to flower through the 
summer. Good loam and rotten dung is the best 
for filling thes». The light mixtures are of little 
use. Zonal pelargoniums are the most desirable 
class of plants for employing for this work, as they 
are better able to stand drought than any of the 
othersusually employed. A few lobelias are very well 
for drooping over the sides; otherwise, mixtures of 
various genera nre A unsatisf. , owing to 
many of them perishing before the season is half 
over. As we have во many colours in the geranium 
now, very beautiful mixtures 2а had of them 
alone. After the boxes, &c., are planted, place them 
in cold frames or the open air where they can be pro- 
tected for the next fortnight, if necessary, 


KITCHEN GARDEN. 


Lettuce sown after this time, if transplanted іп hot 
soils, generally run to seed before they are fit for use. 
It is much the best way to sow а few rows about every 
fortnight where they are to remain. The seed can be 
sown very thinly and — plants thinned out after 
they are nicely up. Select а cool position. Radishes 
must also be sown in partial shade, or they will be 
too hot for use. Sow a good th of turnips on 
well-manured ground. Sow cabbage, cauliflowers, 
and marrow peas. Transplant the two first from the 
seed-bed. Earth up peas and stick as required. The 
main crop of scarlet runners may be got in, as the 
weather wil be tolerably safe by the time they are 
above ground, Thin out all spring crops before they 
get crowded and spoiled,

We are also quite ignorant 
at how rapid a rate organisms, whether high or low 
in the may under favourable circumstances be 
modified: we know, however, that some have retained 
the same form during an enormous lapse of time.

THE GREAT BREAK IN THE ORGANIC CHAIN 
between man and his nearest allies, which cannot be 
bridged over by any extinct or living species, has 
often been advanced as a grave objection to the belief 
that man is descended from some lower form; but 
this objection will not appear of much weight to 
those who, convinced by general reasons, believe in 
the ge: eral principle of evolution. Breaks incessantiy 
occur in y of the series, some being wide, 
sharp, and de , others less во in various degrees; 
as between the ourang and its nearest allies— between 
the Tarsius and. the other Lem between the 
elephant, and'in a more striking manner between the 
Ornithorhynchus or Echidna, and other mammals. 
But all these breaks depend merely on the number 
of related forms which һауе become extinct. 
At some future period, not very distant as 
measured by centuries, the civilised races of 
man ‘will almost certainly exterminate and 
replace throughout the world the savage races, 
At the same time the anthropomorphous apes, ns 
Professor Schaaffhausen has remarked, will no doubt 
be exterminated. The break will then be ren 
wider; for it will intervene between man in a more 
civilised state, as we may than the Caucasian, 
` and some ape as low аз a baboon, instead of as at 
present between the ne or Australian and the 
gorilla.

HORSES FOR THE DERDY. 


Ав we are getting near the Derby Day (May 
24),it шау be proper to post ourselves up in the 
names of the racehorses so shortly to draw all London 
to Epsom Downs. Let us take for our guide Mr. 
Feist, — of the Sporting Life. This experienced 
turf writer says:— | 

“А perfect furore prevailed for Bothwell after his 
victory (ће won the Two Thousand Guineas); but it 
would be as well for those who are dis to rush 
him in the market to remember the excitcment which 
was aroused to get on Macgregor after ho had won 
the Guineas even more easily, and to bear the result 
in mind. Bothwell is susceptible of being made some 
few pounds better; and the Derby becomes once more 
a great battle between the north country and southern 
stables for supremacy, with Bothwell to take the 
gauntlet for Yorkshire against the cracks of the 
sunny district of England, Albert Victorand Zephyr 
colt. Enormous interest will be aroused in the racing 
world when the day arrives to determine the mo- 
mentous question, I am, however, persuaded that 
Albert Victor, Bothwell, Zephyr colt, and Ravenshoe 
will comprise the first flight. Bothwell never having 
met the scion of Zephyr, we can only judge their rela- 
tive pretensions by remembering that the Baron’s 
horee and Mr. Cartwright’s champion were quite as 
far in advance of Ripponden in the Biennial as was the 
Two Thousand hero in his race. I have no desire to 
underrate the claims of Bothwell new; it would, in 
fact, be folly to do so, since experience tells us that, 
in nine cases out of ten, the Two Thousand winner is 
either first, second, or third on the Surrey Downs. 

During the next few weeks some fresh Derby 
aspirants may spring up on the turf horizon, like 
Caractacus at Bath; but, looking over the nomiua- 
tions, there does not appear more than the following 
in the field:—Bothwell, Albert Victor, Zephyr colt, 
Ravenshoe, Grand Coup, Cricklade, Blenheim, 
Mahomet or Dalnacardoch, M‘Alpine, The Count, 
Cheesewring, Hyperion, Général, King of the Forest, 
Noblesse, King William, Phosphorus, Ripponden, 
Fisherman, Digby Grand, Herod, and Cincinnatus. 
Calculating upon these as the field, I should not 
have any cause to desert my mid-winter champion, 

2 ALBERT VICTOR, 


who has already reached less than half the prico at 
which he was recorded when my early notes were 
written. The only ‘‘dark’’ one engaged in the 
Derby of which any mention is now made is Cincin- 
natus (by Caractacus out of Lady Peel), who is the 
property of Mr. Snewing, the owner of the sire, with 
whom Бе won the. memorable Derby of 1862. 
Whether this horse has any merit remains to be 
ascertained; but there has frequently been some talk 
&bout him, and he has met with support at the long 
shots. At the same time, I am loth to believe that 
one can be found capable of beating the recent public 
performers, Albert Victor, Bothwell, and the Zephyr 
colt. The last named I have had frequent oppor- 
tunities of seeing at his morning exercise on the 
heath this week; he daily improves, and will be one 
of the most shapely and handseme horses which strips 
in the paddock on the Derby дау.”
